Points to be remembered by all j 
civilians during the crisis are: 

1. Center your attention on your I 
task-at-hand and seek new ways of I 
helping. 

2. Don’t feel that the whole burden 
rests on you. Just do something, | 
however small, and the net result i 
will be great. 

3. Worrying about a situation dis- j 
sipates your energy, leads to more 
worry, and saps your efficiency for 
necessary work. 

4. Don’t expect too much. Prepare 
for bad news. It isn’t the pain, but 
the surprise coining of the pain that 
hurts. Remember that the anticipa- 
tion of danger has a protective effect. 

5. Question all rumors. Don’t let 
them affect you emotionally. 

6. Trust those in authority. They 
are the only ones in a position to 
know the facts. 

7. Don’t worry near children. They 
are easily excitable and spread an- 
xiety quickly. 

Just as an inexperienced public 
speaker allows his worry about the 
audience or his own failings to dis- 
tract his thoughts from the talk he 
is to make, so many civilians dissi- 
pate their energies worrying about 
conditions they cannot control and 
lose their effectiveness for necessary 
duties. 

Civilians often worry so much 
about war conditions that they lose 
efficiency in their work and their 
personal lives.

But what can a heritage do for a people who would dis- 
solve their predicaments by word of mouth rather than by work 
of hand? Christ, Himself, the greatest of philosophers, teachers, 
and professors, proved His points by a living example. He proved 
them not by lengthy orations, but won His followers by living 
His doctrines. 

Words or work may well be the turning point for ourselves 
. . . for our country . . . for the world. Therefore, when obstacles 
confront us, think well before we decide to speak, or to act.
